The following 

concise explanation is the Abstract for EP 0 255 424 A taken from the record prepared by 

Derwents World Patent Index, as presented in file 351 on the Dialog Information System. A 

copy of the entire Derwents World Patent Index record is also attached to the hard copy of the 

reference. The record shows that EP 0 255 424 Al is the counterpart of U.S. Patent 

No. 4,981,953, a copy of which has also been obtained and is presently disclosed. 

"Immunotoxins of statistical formula F-W-A' (I) are new; where F = residue of an 
antibody (or fragment), opt chemically modified and locking at least one of its normal 
functional gp., and with other functional gps. opt blocked; A' = radical of trichosanthine 
(Tl) or trichokirin (T2), opt chemically modified, lacking at least one of its normal 
functional gps., and with other functional gps. opt blocked; W = bivalent, covalent 
structure contg at least one thioether or disulphide gp in which the S atoms are derived 
from Cys residues in P or A or are bonded to natural functional gps. in P and/or A 
byspacers. Also new are intermediates of formula (VI) where P2" = residue, lacking at 
least one phenolic OH or Tyr, of any antibody or immunoglobulin (or fragment) or of 
Tl or T2, all opt as artificially modified derivs.; the O atom between P2" and CO is 
derived from the missing phenolic OH, E = inert spacer; G = -S-S-X, etc.; X = 
activating gp."
